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WATERING PLACES, EAST ANB; THE KANSAS GOLD MINES.

sake, I will write you a 
short epistle from this most interesting region. 
I have wandered far over mari} a weary mile of 
wilderness and mountain since I saw you, gents 
of the Pazss ann. Tarmcxe, not making much 
money, but acquiring great stores of invaluable 
health. Thank God, I am once more physically 
a man; I can hunt and travel, climb mountains 
made of Mexican flour, with venison, and coffee 
without sugar or cream, more than I once could 
the choicest bill of fare of the Tremont, Rich- 
mond or Briggs. 
1 have seen much that would interest you and 
your readers since I came here three weeks 
since—have been up Cherry Creek from Aura- 
ria and Denver, been a delegate, to and drawn 
up the preamble and resolutions for, the first 
convention to adopt measures to form a pew 
State hére, called Jefferson ; have witnessed the 
hanging of a marderer by Judge Lynch, seen 
Capt. Bassett shot down in cold blood by Seud- 
der, both from St. Louis; have waded the Platte 
a hundred times with my long rubber boots 
have “chased the antelope over the plains,” 
and brought down a huge buffalo, besides muci: 
other small game. I have been away up in the 
Rocky Mountains twice—up Vasque's Fork of 
the Platte—almost up among the Yute Indians 
of Utah, besides camping near this with Mexi- 
cans, Arapahoe Indians, Cheyennes, Kioways, 
Camanches, Apaches and Sioux, all of which are 
gathered here in cons‘ lerable numbers, and 
none of whom can speak English. My trips 
through the mountains, amid snow half-leg deep 
onthe ground, and snow storms over head, 
among droves of all the varieties of game pecu- 
liar to this region, were most interesting, and | 
may sometime give you an account thereof. The 
most interesting feature, however, was the dis- 
covery by the Chicago Comp'’y,with whom I have 
been here for a fortnight, of better prospects for 
gold mining than had before been made known. 
That company consists of the following geutle- 
men: Messrs J. P. Horton, David F.] Foote, S. 
B. Sampson, Geo. N. Simmons, E. G. Reynolds, 
A. C. Kent and John F. Green. These gentle- 
men are the most substantial and best miners 
here. Their first attempts on this stream proved 
failures, but their discovery of coarser gold 
at a point 25 miles above this in the mountains 
(or near 40 miles north-west of Denver at the 
mouth of Cherry Creek) on Vasque s Fork of 
the Platte, is likely to turn out better. They 
are packing up as I write, to start to-day to 
ive it atrial. Probably a hundred others will 
‘ollow or go with them. It is but a short dis- 
tance from Long's Peak, on a small stream, 
ich they bave called Chicago Creck; a branch 
of this will farnish them water. Pine in abun- 
dance surrounds the locality. A flock of 150 
big-horns, or mountain sheep, feed near it, 
which, with black-tail and Virginia deer, ante- 
lope, elk and bear, will farnish most of their 
food. Mr. Foote shot a large grey wolf and a 
small black martin the other day; another of 
this company shot an antelope or gazelle with a 
revolver, this morning, on a plateau near their 
camp. I have its head and horns, together with 
some of the finest horns of elk, ibex, deer, 
mountain sheep, etc., [ever saw. These, with 
other specimens I have gathered, would be a 
rare addition to the “Chicago Academy of 
Science,” illustrating, as they do, every branch 
of natural history in this region of the Rocky 
Mountains. Would’nt you like to have a lec- 
ture from me in Metropolitan Hall, (or maybe 
you have a new and better Hall now) on the 
subject of these specimens, and “what I saw at” 
Pike's Peak? 
I am told that three more Chi Messrs. 
Geo. Starr, Rufus Cook and Clark Morton, ar- 
rived at Denver yesterday, and will probably go 
to the mountains. Three wagon loads just 
came in from South Bend, Indiana, who will 
also go. 
A large company are here from La Salle and 
Bureau counties, III. A portion of these are 
gone and going home, diseouraged by the exag- 
gerated reports of rich diggings outside of the 
mountains. Stroat, Libby and Telfar of La 
Salle, return home to-day. E. A. Bowen, Nicho- 
las Groat, W. H. Valentine, and L. Wiley, from 
La Salle, are still here, with F. Metcalf and J. 
Viele from Lamoille, Bureau Co., and W. H. and 
W. Allen from La Porte, Ind., a portion of 
whom are going in the mountains to-day, and 
the rest are likely to do well, mining here. 
Large numbers are daily going home and ar- 
riving. Provisions are extremely scarce and 
high, a large majority of the emigrants having 
come without supplies. Some have starved to 
death on the way, and others are starving here. 
Nobody cares for anybody else—it is “ every 
fellow for himself, and the Deil tak’ the hind- 
most. The country is very healthy, but when 
one gets sick he has little or no attention. I have 
had the pleasure, if such it may be called, of 
feeding many that were starving, dividing my 
clothing with the naked and freezing, and heal- 
ing the sick, disabled and neglected. Many are 
returning by flat-bottomed boats on the Platte. 
I have one built for my own return trip, but 
may be induced to stay a short time longer to 
learn the result of mining in the newly discov- 
have no mails nor news, and are entirely in the 
dark. I trust my letter will induce none to im- 
migrate here until something better is known. 
I might write you a volume, bat must close for 
the present.

WINTER WHEAT.

It is 
true, Congress as early as 179%, legislated for 
the return of fugitives from labor. But nearly 
if not quite every one of the old States had also 
legislated on the same subject in fulfillment of 
what they deemed a matter of constitutional ob- 
ligation resting on them. And such legislation 
on the part of the States, old and new, contin- 
ued until the Supreme Court of the United 
States, in the Prigg case, as late as 1842, (16 
Peters, 539,) assumed for the federal govern- 
ment exclusive authority over the subject, And 
those who 9 to cotemporaneous con- 
struction should themselves respect it, From 
the foundation of the government until within 
the last ten years, Congress claimed and exer- 
cised, without question, full and 24 legis- 
lative power over the territories of the United 
States; and as early as 1828, in American In- 
surance Company v. Canters, (1 Peters, 546,) 
the Supreme Court of the United States Chief 
Justice Marshall delivering its opinion, unani- 
mously decieded that in territories Congress 
rightfully exercises the “combined powers of 
the general and of a State government.” Yet, 
im the recent case of Dred Scott v. Sanford, (19 
Howard, 393,) all this is overturned and disre- 
garded, and the whole = theory and practice 
of the government in this respect attempted to 
be revolutionized by a judicial ipse dexit. 
are thus invited by that Court back to the con- 
sideration of first principles; and neither it nor 
those who reply on its authority have a right to 
complain if we accept the invitation.
